SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled Mpixms05.jpg has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication promotes and supports the use of 
excrement in association with sexual conduct. 

The publication contains a colour photographic image with a good quality of 
reproduction. Text reading "MANic", with a copyright notice, email address, and a 
direction to "READ DISCLAIMER", appear on one side of the image. 

The image shows the head and one bare shoulder of a man in a bondage-style metal 
collar, with excrement smeared over his face. The texture and colour of the substance 
make it clear that it is excrement. He has an ambiguous facial expression. The focus 
is on the excrement, which is concentrated around his lips and smeared over his 
cheeks, and on the prominent collar which is attached quite firmly around his neck. 

The association of the bondage-style piece of equipment and the man's excrement- 
smeared face strongly suggest a sexual reading to the image. In view of this 
association, the publication presents excrement as part of a bondage scenario, and 
suggests it can be used for sexual satisfaction. 

The publication falls under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, and is therefore deemed objectionable. The provisions of 
s3(2) are inconsistent with, and override, the right to freedom of expression contained 
in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
